We Understand it Now.—A physician . 
lately died very suddenly in La Crosse, and a ! 
postmortem examination was held by another 
physican, the publication of the report of 
which, the said physican deems due to the 
relatives and friends of the deceased, in order 
that they may know the cause of his death, 
lie says: 

‘•The Duoddenum, Stomach, Ileptic, Artery, 
Duetuscommunis cholcdochus, Portal vein 
Hepoticplexus of nerves, and Lvmpathies, were 
found agglutinated together by periitoneal 
adhesions of recent date. * * The remote 
cause of death was the billiarv calcuti retained 
in the gall-bladder, which excited adhesive in¬ 
flammation and closure of the cysticduct. The 
calcuti not being removable, the inflammation 
extended itself to the ductus communia cholo- 
docliue, which it also closed. This being the 
common excrctoryduct of the liver and gall¬ 
bladder, no bile could be eluniated, but was 
retained in the circulating system, and acting 
on the nervous center was the immediate cause j 
of death." 

Good Heavens! No wonder the man died. 
We should think that would be the death of 
almost any man. It must a melancholy satis¬ 
faction to his friends to know what killed him. 

A Volcano in New York State. —The Are¬ 
na states that in Putnam County, in that State, 
and nearly opposite West Point, there is a 
mountain known in the neighborhood as Break 
Neck Mountain, into which there is an open¬ 
ing of a cavernous description, somewhat ir¬ 
regular in form, but quite straight in its direc¬ 
tion, and twenty feet or more in diameter, out 
of which at certain times there issues masses 
of matter with great force. These eruptions 
of vitreous and mineral substances of various 
"kinds, together with fragments of trees, and 
not unfrequently mingled with evidences of 
animal existence. These masses amount some¬ 
times in bulk to several tons ; they cause a t 
deafening roar, and are accompanied by fire 
and smoke. The existence of this volcano has 
not been known until latterly, which is prob¬ 
ably the reason that it attracted no more no¬ 
tice. , 

New England Failures. —Of the 3913 fail¬ 
ures noted by the New York circular, it ap¬ 
pears that 123 occured in Boston, with liabi¬ 
lities amounting to $4,759,000. There were j 
1G0 failures in the rest of Massachusetts, with | 
indebtedness amounting to $1,927,000. Fail¬ 
ures in New Hampshire 25, liabilities $536,- 
000; in Maine, 61, liabilities, $1,159,000; in 
Vermont, 36, liabilities, half a million. The 
number in New York city was 299, with liabil¬ 
ities, of $13,218,000. Of the whole number 
of failures last year, 101 are classed as swind¬ 
ling and absconding, debtors, with obliga¬ 
tions amounting to $5,650,000; as not dishon- 
est.but will pay little or nothing,675, with debts 
to the extent o'f $7,932,000. The number like¬ 
ly to pay in full is 130, whose indebtedness 
amounts to $6,242,000.

She spoke seven languages perfectly. The 
’pianist brought her with him to Paris, where 
he had the weakness to present her as a le¬ 
gitimate wife, in society and even at a court 
ball. At this ball she made such an impres¬ 
sion on one of the princes of the Orleans 
family, that she attracted him to the home of 
the man Whose name she bore. Borne down 
by his excessive expenses, the actist quitted 
France for a time, to mend his fortunes - 
abroad. His companion, left at home during 
his absence, quitted it one fine morning to 
follow Lord Ward< known in J,on«k>n by his 
conquests of this kind; The nobleinun did 
not retain her long; he economized too much 
the wealth of which she was greedy.
